How will it affect me? 
If you have Sky TV, Freesat from Sky, Freesat or 
Virgin Media you don’t need to do anything (but 
note, additional TV’s in the house may be affected). 
If you have Freeview, BT Vision or Top Up TV you 
will need to re-tune your television 5 times in 2011. 
Guidance on re-tuning can be found on Digital UK’s 
website (below). Alternatively you can pay a trader 
to re-tune it each time. 
If you currently have five channels or fewer, you 
have three options: 
Option 1: get a digital box. If you get a good 
analogue picture through your aerial now, you could 
purchase a Freeview set top box.
